This would compel him 
to take another three years' course before a 
certificate would be awarded in Kentucky. 
Having nothing to show that entitled him to 
))ractice, under this law, he was indicted by the 
Grand Jury last l!^turday and Tuesday he left 
the state, moving with his family to Walnut 
Hills. He has a certiticate permitting him to 
practice in < )hio. .ludge Wkiout, in comment- 
ing on the Kentucky law. said: 'dt seems 
rather strange that a diploma from such a 
College as the Dultlin I nivcrsity or the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, which leads the world in 
medicine, would not be recognized in Kentucky." 
And it really doe<: but Kentucky, yon know, 
is jdedged to the great Aiuorican doctrine of 
I'lotectioi; to lloiue Indiistrv.

How do 
you stand at this aoffloat with raference to Him 
,ind Hi.5 ciuse'' "Ti.s a eharacterijitic failing of 
humanity to take little notice of tbe cver- 
praaant and iaiportaat now.
